One of the social phenomena of our time is the number of equitation 
events sponsored by organisations which otherwise have nothing to do 
with horses. Chambers of Commerce, service clubs, hospitals, churches, 
schools, health foundations and allied institutions are continually putting 
on or benefiting from horse shows, race, meetings, gymkhanas, tourna- 


ments, polo matches and the like. 


The explanation is not that horse events excel all others in spectator 


appeal.

The real reason is that horse events generate more volunteer workers. 
In support of competitions solely for the benefit of equestrian sport, own- 
ers will enter, riders will ride, and their families will take on the details 


of organisation 


all with a vim and vigor which is quite unmatched. Their 


example usually spurs into previously unknown activity the members of 
charitable, religious, educational and service organisations who make com- 
mon cause with the horsemen. In consequence, although the gross receipts 
from such joint efforts may not be in the upper brackets, the net profits— 
because of voluntary contributions—are more than satisfactory. 

Why all this work for free, why all the entry fees, subscriptions, park- 
ing spaces, luncheon and dance tickets which come out of the riders’ and 
exhibitors’ pockets? The answer, of course, is that horsemen are a singu- 
larly dedicated lot. Except in connection with major track racing, only a 
handful have any prospect of breaking even, let alone making any money. 
Motor traffic has virtually closed our public highways to horses; they have 
almost vanished from our farms; and they are fast giving way to jeeps and 


pick-up trucks on our ranches. 


Nevertheless riding for pleasure and for sport, particularly since World 
War II, is increasing at what seems an almost incredible rate. Horsemen 
in all stages of proficiency, get up early, stay out late, do all their own 
stable work, take care of their clothes and equipment, school their horses, 
work to improve their riding, take part in every equestrian activity within 


vanning distance, and spend far more than they can afford. This intense 
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enthusiasm can and frequently does 
backfire — since horsemen feel so 
strongly about their sport, they get 
into the most unholy rows with one 
another, to the astonishment of their 
neighbors. 

Perhaps this preoccupation with 
animals is a reaction to our mechani- 
cal age—the cat and dog business is 
Sooming too. Perhaps our readers 
can assign reasons for it which are 
far more penetrating. But there it 
is. No wonder outsiders climb on 
the band wagon!

Dressage For British 


And American Ponies 


Dear Sir: 

On reading Mr. D’arcy’s ‘etter to The 
Chronicle a few weeks ago, I feel he is not 
fully acquainted with the requirements of 
a British Show Pony and is therefore not 
in a position to use their performance at 
Madison Square, to substantiate his asser- 
tion that Dressage and children don’t mix. 

To understand the reason for the ap- 
parent mediocre performance of these top 
Show Ponies over a couple of little jumps 
it is necessary to realise that in Great 
Britain they show in an entirely different 
division to that of the jumping pony. 
Classes for conformation hunter ponies 
over fences as seen on this continent, are 
virtually non-existent. For obvious rea- 
sons the top performers in each category 
remain in their respective division. I feel 
reluctant to compare these lovely moving 
ponies to the American Saddle-bred, but 
their position in the show ring is some- 
what similar, in that they are not required 
to perform over fences,

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After ‘“‘Togetherness”’ 
Raleigh Burroughs 


The most noisome addition to the 
American vocabulary since Mrs. Amelia 
Bloomer popularized loose trousers for 
girls and gave them her name is “to- 
getherness.”” 

There is a certain sentimental sweet- 
ness about the odious term that caused 
it to be taken to the bosom of advertis- 
ers and magazine writers. The dictionary 
people will be forced to include it in the 
next edition along with ‘‘and all thatjazz.”” 

“Togetherness”’ quickly swept the 
country. It inspired elevating thoughts, 
helped solve social problems and brought 
families together. In a number of cases, 
twin beds were traded in for the old- 
fashioned two-party type. 

In New York racing, ‘‘togetherness”’ 
infiltrated. All the tracks went together 
and three out of four survived. Jamaica 
died so that Belmont, Aqueduct and Sara- 
toga might live forever, even though the 
State of New York is attempting, vam- 
pirishly, to drain off their life blood, 

The State, indeed, must be considered 
a part of this ‘‘togetherness”’ business, 
as it gets twice as much for allowing 
gambling as the tracks do for setting up 
the game. 

Because of this very political interest 
in the sport, another word, just as loath- 
some as ‘‘togetherness’’ must be placed 
in the racing lexicon. 

This is ‘‘aproposness.”” 

The Governor of New York was too 
busy needling Nick to get to the Belmont, 
and that’s where “‘aproposness”’ came in. 
Somebody sat down and gave a lot of 
thought to the problem of sending the right 
man to hand out a gold pot at a sport 
that is taxed to the point where it’s 
ridiculous, and at which the public is 
charged 50 per cent too much for the 
privilege of sitting in. 

The answer was obvious and the choice 
was apropos. 

The gent who presented the Belmont 
trophy was the Commissioner of Taxation. 

Such directness of logic is rarely 
found outside the Soviet Union. It was 
beautiful ‘‘aproposness.”’ 


Sheer Euphony 
The host of clients at Belmont showed 
full appreciation of the significance of the 
moment with a noise that struck the 
vertex of euphony. The glorious sound 
found the lost chord. It was booing in 


four-part harmony, with obbligato. It was 
a Salute that the Commissar of Taxation 
won't forget in many a day. 

Let us hope that ‘‘aproposness” is 
not allowed to end here. 

Perhaps next week the Commissioner 
of Sewers will do the honors for the 
benefit of those who always are sending 
their money down the drain. 

Many other opportunities for the ap- 
plication of ‘‘aproposness”’ suggest them- 
selves. 

As the average bettor loses 15 per 
cent and is operating on a “‘non-profit’’ 
basis, average bettors should (appro- 
priately) present the trophies at non- 
profit tracks. Similar qualified persons 
may be found to act in rare cases when 
plates are presented in claiming, al- 
lowance and maiden races, etc.

No doubt, fields superior to the one 
that went for the prize on June 11 have 
contested for Belmonts, but the seven in 
the 1960 renewal put on an interesting 
race. 

When the leader (Venetian Way) had 
gone a mile and one-quarter every horse 
except Nagea and Tooth and Nail seemed 
to have a chance. 

Tompion led for the about three- 
quarters of a mile; then Arcaro, riding 
Venetian Way instead of Tooth and Nail 
as he had wished, moved into the lead, 
with Disperse third, 

*Celtic Ash was lumbering along in 
back of everything, employing tactics 
Trainer Tom Barry had petitioned Jockey 
William Hartack to use. 

After the mile mark had been passed, 
Hartack (still following the plan) allowed 
his mount to move forward. Breaking out 
of the turn into the homestretch, *Celtic 
Ash (to use an apt simile) passed Venetian 
Way like Venetian Way passed Bally Ache 
in the Kentucky Derby. He rushed out to 
win by 5 1/2 lengths, without Mr. Har- 
tack’s finding it necessary to use the 
goad, 

Venetian Way finished three-quarters 
of a length before Disperse, the horse

Racing Review 


Easy Mark 


Belmont Park 

Eleven three-year-old fillies beckoned 
to the starter’s nod in the 4th running of 
The Mother Goose, at Belmont Park, on 
Wednesday, June 8. An allowance stakes 
with a $25,000 added purse, it called fora 
run of one and one-eighth miles. 

Foxcatcher Farm’s Berlo, held well off 
the pace by jockey E. Guerin, took over 
in the stretch drive to finish strongly, 
three and one-half lengths in front of I, 
David’s Chalvedele. Cain Hoy Stable’s 
Make Sail was third, two and one-half 
lengths behind Chalvedele and Claiborne 
Farm’s Monarchy, fourth. The winner’s 
time was 1.50 for the 1 1/8 miles. 

Berlo is a brown daughter of *Helio- 
polis-Baberose, by Rosemont, bred by 
W. duPont, Jr., the master of Foxcatcher 
Farm. R. E. Handlin saddled her for the 
score. It was her third start of the year, 
third first-money performance, and put 
her in the stakes class. It was the first 
time she had run further than six furlongs. 
The net share of the added money and the 
stakes was $18,724.75 and gives her 
$28,909.75 for this year. 


Belmont Stakes 

With Bally Ache scratched, the 92nd 
running of the Belmont Stakes was re- 
duced to a field of seven. The one and one- 
half miles classic had a purse of $125,000 
added and the race drew over 43,000 spec- 
tators. 

As Mr. Raleigh Burroughs, the num- 
ber one turf writer in the country in our 
book, will no doubt write one of his in- 
imitable (and we never use this word 
loosely) accounts, we shall make this a 
brief rundown. 
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Green Dunes Farm *Celtic Ash, with 
W. Hartack riding, coasted in for a five 
and one-half length triumph over Sunny 
Blue Farm's Kentucky Derby winner, 
Venetian Way, E. Arcaro up. King Ranch’s 
Disperse was third and C. V. Whitney’s 
favored Tompion fourth. The time was 
2.29 3/5. 

*Celtic Ash is a chestnut colt by Si- 
cambre out of Ash Plant, by Nepenthe, 
bred by Lord Harrington in England, T. 
J. Barry trains him. It was his third vic- 
tory in six starts for the year and his 
first stakes win. He finished third in the 
Preakness and the Jersey Derby. As a 
2-year-old he did not leave the maiden 
ranks, finishing second once in three 
starts. The net of $96,785 gives him $130, 
065 on the credit side. 

His Boston owner Joseph O’Connell 
convalescing in a hospital watched the 
race on T. V. Mr. O’Connell’s Green 
Dunes Farm was a well known establish- 
ment in the hunter and jumper ranks in 
eastern horse show circles before it 
moved its banners on to the racing scene, 


Delaware Park 

Six 3-year-olds left the gate in Del- 
aware Park’s 23rd running of the Kent, a 
$25,000 added, one and one-sixteenth miles 
allowance stakes. Mrs. G. Brown, Jr.’s 
Lady’s Maid upset the dope to win by 
three-quarters of a length over Llangollen 
Farm’s Divine Comedy, giving each two 
dollar investor on her chances, $48.60. 
She carried Jockey R. E. Corle, a 106 
pound burden to Divine Comedy’s 111 
pounds. W. C. Partee’s Joy Joy was third 
and A, G. Vanderbilt’s Idolater, fourth. 
Lady’s Maid toured the 1 1/16 miles in 
1.41 4/5, a new track record for Delaware 
Park. 

The winning filly is a dark bay, by 
Prophets Thumb out of Mermaid, by *Blen- 
heim II, bred by her owner. J. Yancy 
Christmas is her trainer. The netvalue of 
the winner’s share of the purse was 
$21,350. 

R. N. Webster’s favored Count Amber 
finished fifth. 


The Caesar Rodney

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$10,000 added purse for 2-year-olds, colts 
and geldings. It was won by W. L. Grier, 
Jr.’s Itsa Great Day, an odds-on favorite, 
who finished one and one-half lengths 
ahead of C, V. Whitney’s Chinchilla, there- 
by creating a $6,868.58 minus pool. J. I, 
Bender’s Jack Bender was third and Mrs, 
J. R. H. Thouron’s Covered Bridge, fourth, 
The winner’s time was .58 1/5 for the 5 
furlongs. 

Itsa Great Day is a dark brown colt by 
Quick Reward out of Irish Rebel, by 
Alaking, trained by J. J. Rowan. It was 
four for four and the first stakes victory 
for Itsa Great Day. His net of $8,325 
gives him $14,695 for his four victories, 
The first time out he could have been 
claimed for $7,500, which was upped 
to $1,200 in his second effort. His next 
was an allowance race then his stakes 
outing. 


Monmouth Park 
Oceanport Handicap 

A field of eleven lined up for the 14th 
running of the Oceanport Handicap at Mon- 
mouth Park, on opening day of a 50 day 
meeting at Monmouth Park, on Friday, 
June 10. The six furlongs handicap stakes, 
for 3-year-olds and up, had a purse of 
$15,000 added. 

Owner-trainer C. ‘‘Sandy’? MacLeod, 
Jr., of Upperville, Va., saddled up his 
Besomer for the third time this year and 
jockey Headley Woodhouse rode him to a 
neck triumph over Brookfield Farm’s 
Itobe, Rokeby Stable’s Seven Corners 
was third. Clermont Stable’s Rick City 
finished fourth but was disqualified for 
bearing out badly and placed last. This 
move up Mrs. W. C. Wright’s Moon Shot 
to the fourth spot. Besomer’s time for the 
6 furlongs was 1.09 3/5 over a fast track. 

The winner is a 7-year-old bay horse, 
by Double Jay out of Little Martha, by 
Rosemont, bred by Companas Stable. The 
effort brought his connections $11,005 
net and his career earnings now amount to 
$113,299. 


The Select Handicap 

Monmouth Park’s 14th running of the 
select Handicap drew 14 three-year-olds 
on Saturday, June 11. A purse of $20,000 
added went with the six furlongs handicap 
stakes. Charter Oak Stable’s Brush Fire 
was mildly urged to a two and one-half 
lengths victory by jockey Howie Grant, 
over Mrs. H. Roy Freck’s Golden Spy. C. 
M. Kline’s Conestoga was third and Miroar 
Stable’s Long Gone John, fourth. The win- 
ning time for the 6-furlongs was 1.10 1/5. 

Brush Fire is a dark bay or browncolt 
by Lord Putnam-Lip Rouge, by *Mahmoud, 
bred by B. D. Chait. Sol Rutchick trained 
the winner. It was his fourth victory in six 
starts this year and he netted $15,642.50 
for his first stakes score. 

The race had one sour note atthe start 
as J. Gavegnano’s Boston Baker, the 
favorite, propped after leaving the gate and 
was pulled up.

Steeplechasing at Belmont 


John E, 


Mrs. Henry Obre’s Hustle came on 
gamely im the last sixteenth of the Bel- 
mont Spring Steeplechase to defeat San- 
ford Stud Farms’ Amateur by a head. Go- 
ing to the last: fence, the latter held a 
three length advantage, but Joe Aitcheson, 
his rider, appeared to be having trouble 
steering to the outside for the finish run. 
A bobble at this juncture compounded the 
trouble, and several strides past the fence, 
Jimmy Murphy on Hustle, and well to the 
outside, running a true course for the 
finish, had his mount on almost even terms 
with Amateur. In the last hundred yards 
the two raced head and head with the five- 
year-old *Daumier-Morning gelding get- 
ting the decision. Well back, Cartagena 
and Black Andy fought it out for minor 
honors and finished third and fourth in 
that order. 

The Belmont Spring Steeplechase, pre- 
viously named the Belmont Spring Maiden, 
was having its twentieth running on Thurs- 
day, June 9th, and with $12,500 added it 
drew a field of eight, headed by Amateur, 
which had run a smashing race a week 
previously and had set a new course re- 
cord, After reaching the starting point, 
George Cassidy sent the field off almost 
immediately. Unfortunately, *Doural was 
turned sideways at the time, and was com- 
pletely left. Jimmy Wyatt, his rider finally 
got him into motion after the field had 
reached the first fence. He trailed through- 
out, and finally fell at the eleventh fence. 
Out in front, Harry Love’s big four- 
year-old Peal, showed the way with Am- 
ateur in close attendance on the inside and 
the remainder of the field Black Andy, 
Cartagena, Hustle, *Ballybrittas and 
*Bugle Call 2nd well bunched a few lengths 
off the pace. Turning into the far side 
after completing a full turn of the field, 
Peal still held sway and came to the 
eighth jump about two in front. At the 
next, while running very easily, he ap- 
peared to get in too close, unfolded late 
on the landing side and went to his knees. 
Tommy Walsh, his rider, seemed headed 
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S. Katz’s HERMOD, winning The Belmont National 
Race over G. H. Bostwick’s TUSCARORA; W. C. MacMillan’s 
PRINCE WILLY was third. The winner is a Kentucky-bred, 4- 
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for a conventional fall, but in the last 
split second, the horse recovered, and 
rocketed. Walsh a good ten feet up in the 
air. Fortunately for Walsh, the sixhorses 
behind raced by him without injury. Murphy 
had gradually worked his way up at this 
point to be on even terms with Amateur, 
while a scarce half length away, Smith- 
wick was in the heat of it with Black 
Andy. These three raced for the next 
fence on practically even terms, while 
Lester Graham on Cartagena moved into 
contention on the outside. A bobble at the 
next two fences set the latter back some- 
what, and approaching the far turn, Am- 
ateur and Hustle drew out from the others. 
The former opened up a lead on the turn 
and appeared the likely winner until ap- 
proaching the fence onthe front side where 
he lost time and distance. Through the 
front stretch, the race lay entirely be- 
tween Amateur and Hustle and these two 
drew out from the others. 

Hustle’s time for the about two and an 
eighth miles was a fast 3:57, only 2/5 off 
the time set by Amateur the previous 
week, It was a good race for both the first 
and second horses. Both jumped well, ex- 
cept Amateur as noted, The race also left 
the impression that several others in the 
field can be expected to show improve- 
ment with more racing experience. 

The week’s racing opened with an al- 
lowance ‘chase for older brush horses, 
and it drew a top field of stakes calibre. 
Opening his 1960 campaign, Montpelier’s 
Benguala displayed something of the form 
which made him a top four-year-old in 
1958, and he came up to the line three 
parts of a length to the fore of Hunter’s 
Lad. Benguala carried a mere 140 lbs., 
and was ridden by Albert Foot. He laid 
off the pace set by Richard K. Mellon’s 
Chambourg until entering the far side the 
second time, At this point, Foot asked the 
Annapolis-Bennu gelding to run, but Ben- 
guala responded sluggishly and did not 
reach close contention until the last fence 
on the far side where he ranged up in 
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third place behind Chambourg and Hunter’s 
Lad. Around the turn, Chambourg under 
160 Ibs., began to drop back and the light- 
ly weighted Hunter’s Lad with 132 lbs., 
moved up to challenge for the lead. He 
reached the front over the last fence, but 
was unable to withstand Benguala in the 
stretch run. Fairfax, also weighted at 
160 Ibs. under the conditions, made a good 
try in the stretch after running forward- 
ly all the way, and passed the tiring Cham- 
bourg to be third, three and a half lengths 
behind Hunter’s Lad, and a length to the 
good of Chambourg. *Narcissus 2nd raced 
evenly most of the way but was not a 
serious factor in the last half mile, nor 
was the grey eight-year-old, *Arywa, 
which was under urging all the way, but 
never a close contender, *Chicago 2nd, 
was seventh and last to finish, after *Dar- 
ubini was eased when hopelessly beaten. 

The following day, F. Eugene Dixon’s 
Sea Storm proved much the best of a field 
of novice hurdlers going a mile and seven 
eighths. Ridden by Lester Graham, and 
jumping well all the way, Sea Storm fol- 
lowed the pace-setting Be Moderate for 
about a mile, then took the lead by superior 
jumping and came up to the wire five on 
top, after being eased slightly in the last 
hundred yards. Be Moderate, making his 
second start over hurdles, ran well be- 
tween jumps, and should improve with 
more jumping experience. The third horse 
was Lila Phillips’ Solid Mahogany, which 
raced forwardly most of the way under 
apprentice, Ronnie Houghton, and came 
up to the wire a length and a half behind 
Be Moderate. 

On Wednesday, Samuel Katz’ Hermod 
scored his second success of the meeting 
in an allowance hurdle event at a mile and 
seven eighths. Held at 7 to 5 inthe betting 
Hermod justified his backers, and ap- 
peared the winner a half a mile from home. 
Held off the pace for about amile, Tommy 
Walsh moved with the four-year-old going 
by the stands. 

Taking the lead going into the far side, 
he gained an advantage of open daylight 
over Gray Phantom, December and Royal 
Clipper, and then gradually extended it to 
win galloping by 12 lengths. Gray Phantom 
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was easily second best, five lengths to the 
fore of December and Royal Clipper which 
finished noses apart for third and fourth. 
Montpelier’s Nala, which finished a well 
beaten 7th, raced well in second or third 
position until midway down the far side, 
when he gave way, and then stopped badly 
in the last quarter. 

Final race of the week on Friday, drew 
a field of 12 three-year-olds, and result- 
ed in a narrow victory for JohnM. Schiff’s 
Our Jeep, after a stumble in the stretch al- 
most ruined his chances. Sky’s Rythmn, 
which finished second, a neck away, and 
ridden by Tommy Walsh, closed very fast, 
and might have been the winner with better 
racing luck. Three lengths back Naval 
Treaty and Astrology finished noses apart 
for the minor awards. Walsh claimed foul 
against Schulhofer on the winner, stating 
that the latter had drifted out from the last 
fence to the stretch, and that he was further 
interfered with when Our Jeep stumbled. 
The films showed that Walsh on the outside, 
came in, rather than Our Jeepdrifting out, 
and that the stumble by Our Jeep was too 
slight to justify a disqualification. Im- 
mediately after the race, a group went onto 
the course to determine the cause of the 
stumble, and it developed that there wasa 
soft spot where the new sod had been laid 
at the Widener Chute crossing.

William S. Evans, gen- 
eral manager of the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany, has announced the company will act 
as retail sales agent and will collect the 
tax on horses sold at auction at Keeneland 
if the horses are to remain in the state of 
Kentucky.

Benjamin F, Lindheimer, a success- 
ful builder and real estate developer in 
the Chicago area and executive director 
of Arlington and Washington Parks, re-

St. Paddy Wins English Derby 


Peter Towers-Clark 


On a glorious afternoon in the presence 
of the Royal Family, the English horse 
St. Paddy scored a brilliant victory in 
the 18lst running of the Derby Stakes, 
coming through with a little over 1 1/2 
furlongs to go to take the lead and score 
by three lengths from his two Irish- 
trained stable companions, Alcaeus and 
Kythnos. But as the other runners filed 
past the post there was no sign of the 
heavily-backed 2-1 favorite, Mme. Strass- 
burger’s French-trained Angers, and in 
due course it became known that Angers 
had shattered a fore-leg coming down the 
hill to Tattenham Corner and already by 
the time the winner was being led in to 
the cheers of the Epsom thousands had 
been mercifully put out of his misery. 
Though the calamity was no one’s fault, 
for his jockey said that he was not inter- 
fered with in any way, it naturally threw 
a pall over what would have been in 
ordinary circumstances a moment of the 
wildest jubilation, for St. Paddy had seem- 
ed to be the sole English hope to keep 
at home the prize of 33,052 pounds against 
the exceptionally strong overseas chal- 
lenge of Angers and the five Irish horses; 
these consisted of John ‘‘Ballymoss”’ 
McShain’s Die Hard, unbeaten in his three 
previous races, the two Thousand Guineas 
fourth Tulyartos and three horses from 
the powerful Prendergast stable, the Irish 
two Thousand Guineas winner Kythnos, 
the Chester victor of the Dee Stakes 
Alcaeus and a third horse Lustrous Hope. 

The field got away at the first at- 
tempt to a good start. At once Die Hard 
showed in front, but then he was checked. 
At a good pace the field was led up the 
hill by the extreme outsiders Port St. 
Anne, Tudor Period and Oak Ridge. With 
a mile to go Tudor Period went ahead of 
Port St. Anne, to be followed by Oak 
Ridge, Marengo, St. Paddy and Die Hard. 
We had all expected to see Angers up 
with the leaders from the start, as he 
had invariably done when winning his races 
in France, but at about this time I took a 


quick glance towards the back of the field 
and saw that he was about six from last. 

Swinging down the hill Die Hard went 
into the lead as the English horse Auroy, 
third in the Guineas, moved into second 
place. And it was at about this point, 
some five furlongs from home, that 
Angers’ leg went, though it was impos- 
sible to see him pull up from the stands, 
owing to the press of people along the 
rails. Although his jockey Thiboeuf said 
that he was going well at the time, I 
cannot believe that he could have won from 
so far back, 

So it was Die Hard about | 1/2 lengths 
ahead of Auroy as they came round 
Tattenham Corner into the straight; St. 
Paddy going well on the rails in third 
place alongside Tulyartos; and Oak Ridge, 
Marengo and Kythnos all prominent. After 
a furlong Die Hard surrendered to Auroy, 
but almost at once Piggott began his run 
on St. Paddy, and went to the front 1 1/2 





furlongs from home, as Hutchinson sent 


Kythnos after him. But there was no 
doubt that victory was going to fall to St. 
Paddy, who under hand urging drew away 
to win most decisively by three lengths. 
After meeting with some interference 
coming down the hill Alcaeus got clear of 
trouble half-way down the straight and 
came with a long run on the outside to 
catch his stable companion Kythnos in 
the last fifty yards and take second 
place. Then came Auroy, Proud Chieftain 
and Die Hard. Piggott, who was the only 
jockey in the race to have won it pre- 
viously, and in fact had scored twice, 
on Never Say Die and Crepello, describ- 
ed this as the easiest of his three Derby 
victories. Piggott is riding really bril- 
liantly at the moment and is seven win- 
ners ahead of Breasley at the top of the 
jockeys’ list. 

78 year old Sir Victor Sassoon, who 
went through the first 70 years of his 
life without managing to get a Derby win- 
ner, has now had four in the course of 
eight years, Pinza, Crepello, Hard Ridden 
and now St. Paddy, all but Hard Ridden 
being bred by himself.

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St. Paddy, a 7-l chance, is by the 
Queen’s young horse Aureole, a son of 
Hyperion, who wun the King George VI 
Stakes in 1954 after being second to Pinza 
the year before in the Derby and in the 
big Ascot race. He has made a brilliant 
start to his stud career, for with his 
first crop he got the late Aly Khan’s 
Saint Crespin Ill, winner last year of the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, and with 
his second has sired St. Paddy. Like 
those two outstanding fillies of last sea- 
son, St. Paddy is out of a Bois Roussel 
mare, his dam being Edie Kelly, a very 
moderate racemare who won one race 
of the lowest possible quality in 14 starts. 
She does, however, trace back to Pretty 
Polly, is a half-sister to seven winners, 
and was bought by Sir Victor in 1955 
for 3,500 guineas. St. Paddy is her third 
foal, the first two having been winners, 
though both of almost no account. 

I understand that he is unlikely to 
race again till the Great Voltigeur Stakes 
at York in August and then go for the St. 
Leger. How different are English and 
American training methods if one com- 
pares St. Paddy and Bally Ache! At two 
St. Paddy raced only twice, winning the 
one mile Royal Lodge Stakes at Ascot in 
September. This year he ran sixth in the 
Two Thousand Guineas and then easily won 
the Dante Stakes over 1 5/16 miles at 
York, ‘his only two races prior to the 
Derby.

ALY KHAN AND MEXICAN RACING 

The untimely death of Prince Aly Khan 
in an automobile accident has put an end 
to one of his favorite ambitions: to main- 
tain a racing stable in Mexico. 

During his last stay in the republic 
in September of 1959, on special invitation 
of Miguel Aleman, Jr., the Aly had shown 
a keen desire to race his Thoroughbreds 
at the Hipodromo de las Americas. He 
planned to draw on his stables in Caracas 
and Europe, as well as on new purchases. 
So as to assemble what would have been 
the most diversified array of Thorough- 
breds at the local track. 

During the various dinners given inhis 
honor in this capital and Acapulco, with 
his hosts Miguel Aleman, Sr. and Jr., 
Oscar Obregon, Consuelo Pani de Covar- 
rubias (owner of a local racing stable) 
and others, Aly Khan often reiterated his 
intent to ‘‘bring my horses from Caracas 
and build up a major stable here in 
Mexico.”’ 

While the Aly Khan’s horses will not 
race under his colors in Mexico, Aleman, 
Jr., is considering acquiring part of the 
Caracas stable to race at the Hipodromo 
under his own colors. E.Z. 


AMERICAN OWNERS TAKE THREE AT

IRISH DERBY OF 1962 MAY BE 
WORLD'S RICHEST RACE 

Thanks to the generous grant of 30, 
000 pounds made by the Irish Hospital 
Trust Ltd, to the Stake money, the Irish 
Derby of 1962 will be the richest race in 
Europe, and possibly in the world, 

With this donation the stake money 
will be up to the 60,000 pounds mark, 
almost 170,000 U.S.A. dollars. This could 
easily be the total prize money when one 
considers that fees from hundreds of 
entries and final acceptances may be be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 pounds. On this 
calculation, the winners share would 
therefore be somewhere between 40,000 
and 45,000 pounds. 

Hitherto Europe’s richest race was 
the Prix de L’Arc de Triomphe, run in 
France, where the prize money last year 
was slightly in excess of 35,000 pounds. 
The English Derby atEpsom was worth 
about 33,000 pounds to the winner this 
year. 

The extremely tempting prize money 
should focus world interest on the Irish 
Derby in 1962. It should bring to Ireland 
most of the outstanding talent in the 
three-year-old category, not only from 
Europe, but from lands much further 
away. 

The Irish Hospital Trust Ltd., as its 
name implies, is-run for a very worthy 
charity. It has already contributed 5,000 
pounds for the last number of years, as 
additional stake money, so as to induce 
the best steeplechasing blood to be enter- 
ed for the English Grand National at Ain- 
tree. 

Its generous gift towards the stake 
money of the Irish Derby of 1962 is one 
of the most noteworthy events in the His- 
tory of Irish Racing. S.L. 
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Walking Foxhound Puppies 


J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


‘Will you walk a puppy?’, the Hunt enquired. 
Being sportsmen, we did as the Hunt 
desired. 

And early in June there arrived a man 
With an innocent bundle of white and tan, 
A fat little foxhound, bred to the game, 
With a rollicking eye and a league-long 
name, 

And he played with a cork on the end of a 
string; 

And walking a puppy was ‘just the thing’. 


At hundreds of country houses, at 
farms, and in villages there are young fox- 
hounds and harriers out ‘at walk’, I fancy 
the term ‘at walk’ has been borrowed from 
the considerable terminology associated 
with cock-fighting. Breeders sent game 
cocks far afield to be ‘walked’, i.e. to be 
given their freedom, fed and reared, until 
old enough to undergo the mysterious and 
highly scientific training which fitted them 
for encounters. 

Time was, in more feudal days, when 
most country squires had a pack of hounds 
with which they hunted fox and hare (some- 
times otter too). Their tenants were bound 
by aclause in their agreements to rear free 
of charge, at least one young hound for 
their overlord. This not only saved ex- 
pense and avoided kennel congestion, but 
ensured that the young hounds would get 
the exercise, freedom and experience 
essential to their becoming useful mem- 
bers of the pack, 

Exactly the same reasons obtain today 
for sending out puppies out from foxhound 
and harrier kennels to temporary foster 
parents. Some of them (by no means all), 
will eventually become ‘the young entry’ 
for next season. ‘Young entry’ is their ac- 
cepted description in sporting parlance. In 
plain English they are the probationers 
which, year by year, keep the pack up to 
strength, and replace old hounds which 
have to be drafted as age tells on their 
speed and stamina. 

Nowadays there is no compulsion to 
rear hound puppies until they are old 
enough to rejoin the Hunt kennel, It is more 
a case of moral obligation and duty in most 
cases, persuasion in others, which induces 
those at country houses and farms, to- 
gether with village butchers, innkeepers 
and others to become ‘puppy walkers’. It 
is true that a young hound or twoabout the 
place, and on the village green, invest 
both with a certain status and picturesque 


distinction, Although the mischiefs and the. 


anxieties a puppy occasions, may be 
patience-trying to breaking point, it is an 
acknowledged fact that to ‘walk’ a couple 
reduces, rather than doubles, the troubles 
of the ‘walker’. 

Will Ogilvie continues the poem, (the 
opening of which serves as a preface and 
text to these notes), with the recital of 
sins (known to many of us), some of which 
would have been avoided had the puppies 
had a litter brother or sister, as com- 
panion: 

But the days went by and the bundle grew, 
And broke the commandments and stole 
and slew, 

And covered the lawn with a varied loot 
Of fowl and feather and bone and boot. 
And scratched in the garden a hundred 
holes 

And wearied our bodies and damned our 
souls, 

As we chased him over the plots and 
swore, 

There was ‘walking a puppy’ for us no 
more! 


Another poet wrote in a similar strain: 


At six weeks old to walk you go; 

Infernal misance you are you know. 
Rushing about wherever you choose, 
Killing the chickens and chewing up shoes, 


Most country house folk annually 
endure, with tolerance, and even amuse- 
ment, the exasperating experiences out- 
lined by the poets. Many have made a 
similar vow never again to have a young 
hound, but they have forgotten it by the 
time the yearly show and judging of young 
hounds comes round, 

Tradition, the desire to help the local 
Hunt, the persuaviness of the Master, and 
the feeling that it is ‘the right thing to do’ 
when living in a hunting country, are all 
contributory factors in re-enlisting, and 
making fresh recruits to the all-important 
army of puppy walkers. They are essential 
to the continuance of hunting. In fact 
farmers and those who rear young hounds 
are the back-bone of every Hunt. Especial- 
ly is this the case with the latter when they 
give their charges a warm, draught-proof 
bed, plenty of milk and suitable food, much 
freedom, and later on accustom them to 
sheep, to horses and to highway traffic. 

In most cases it is the ladies at the 
Hall, the Manor, or farm, who are mainly 
responsible for the feeding and care (not 
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to mention screening and excusing), of 
their canine aristocrat guests - so high 
in the social scale that they must never 
be alluded to as ‘dogs’. It is inevitable 
that many of those upon which much 
affection and attention has been lavished 
at what may be termed their prep school, 
not only gain no prize at the annual judg- 
ing of hounds, but never hunt with the pack, 
It may be they are too big, or too small, 
or have to be drafted for other reasons, 
This is always a disappointment to those 
who have looked forward to watching at 
work the hounds they have reared to seeing 
them up with the leaders, and to picking out 
their note in the thrilling chorus of hound 
music, Fortunately those who really love 
hounds understand that, however disap- 
pointed and saddened they may be, there 
must always be this culling of hounds 
which, for one reason or another, are 
not up to standard. Some Masters are 
much more pernickety than others in this 
respect and will not keep a badly coloured 
or ‘curly-sterned’ hound, 

Of course it is a bit of ashock to young 
hounds when suddenly removed from the 
freedom of their ‘walks’ to the confine- 
ment and ordered discipline of hunt ken- 
nels, It was the acknowledged authority 
and M.F.H., ‘Scrutator’, who wrote overa 
century ago: 

**When young hounds come ineverything 
is strange to them, and many of them are

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Notes From A Diary 
Three Weeks Fox Hunting 
England - December1959 


Nancy Nicholas 

Tuesday - December 15 

The Heythrop Hounds met at Ditchley, 
known to Americans as the meeting place 
for US and British representatives pre- 
paring for the first historic meeting of 
Roosevelt and Churchill. We _ hunted 
various foxes all day, ending at Heythrop, 
once the home of the Brassey family who 
founded the Heythrop Hunt. The Park is 
now a Jesuit school and the barns and 
pastures the winter home of a circus. 
Hacking home through a gate into the 
park, four of us found ourselves looking 
at a live oak tree at our rightunder which 
was browsing a dromedary, another live 
oak at our left under which was browsing 
a second dromedary, several llamas graz- 
ing on both sides and a lively Jesuit 
student soccer game on the playground in 
front. Our horses paid no attention to any 
of these extraordinary sights until a donkey 
attacked us from behind. All kinds of 
commotion then resulted, ending with an 
undignified retreat through the next gate 
out of the Park. 
Wednesday - December 16 

The day was memorable because of a 
most unusual view. The field of over a 
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hundred people was lined along a ride at 
the bottom of a steep ravine. Hounds 
opened ahead of us, and we saw the fox 
loping along parallel to us at the top of 
the ravine. He started down the bank 
towards us - saw the field directly in his 
intended direction - stopped, looked atus, 
then back at the pursuing hounds, then 
calmly froze. The entire pack of hounds 
tonguing enthusiastically, came along the 
top of the ravine within ten to twenty 
feet of our crouching fox, overran him by 
say a hundred yards, whereupon the fox, 
looking once again at us, then at the 
hounds, slipped back to the top of the 
ravine and straight back along the line 
he’d just come, I regret to say this clever 
animal lost his life to the hounds some 
ten minutes later. I suspect you can only 
fool those Heythrop hounds just about oncel 
Thursday - December 17 

Many earnest, young, hard riding chil- 
dren home for the Christmas holidays on 
earnest, unclipped or trace-clipped, hard- 
bitten ponies jumped gates higher than 
themselves and hedges with ditches that 
had a wide spread for such small crea- 
tures. But the sight of the day was a 
young Beecham, famed Conductor Sir 
Thomas Beecham’s ten year old grandson, 
‘giving a lead’’ to his father and mother, 
uncle, aunt and assorted small brothers, 
sisters and cousins over a brook, both 
banks of which were so steep that the 
pony was out of sight at the moment he 
actually jumped the water. 
Saturday - December 26 

After a Christmas Day of Church, 





goose, plum pudding, champagne, friends 
and a delightful evening of charades and 
other games, we faced the famous Boxing 
Day fox hunt. Traditionally, the entire 
countryside turns out to follow one pack 
or another. Something like Thanksgiving 
Day with an American pack, multiplied by 
hundreds. The Heythrop met in the square 
at Chipping Norton, a goodly sized town. 
No cars were allowed within several blocks 
of the square. The hounds with Huntsman 
Ronnie Wallace and the field stood in 
front of the ‘‘pub” surrounded by some- 
thing over a thousand or so people on 
foot, while pub waitresses passed glasses 
of port or brandy. The square was black 
with people, a sight only akin, I imagine, 
to a political rally with no less a personage 
than Winston Churchill as the attraction. 
When hounds and huntsman moved off to 
the first draw, they were followed by foot 
and bicycle people and cars by the hundred. 
A most extraordinary day, the wonder of 
which was that hounds could and did show 
sport. No fox could cross a main road 
due to the traffic congestion, but hounds 
did manage to stick to a torturously 
circular line provided by a fox hemmed 
in on four sides. 
Wednesday - December 30 

We had sent Nancy out that morning 
on her first day by herself with The 
Heythrop, telling her she now knew a few 
people and anyway had a couple of English 
**beaux”? who would look after her. Upon 
our return late that evening I saw Nancy’s 
clothes, mud from head to foot, and re- 
marked to Harry that Nancy had obviously 
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gotten into trouble. ‘‘At least she’s home’, 
said he. Next day we discovered she’d 
fallen head over heels in a rabbit hole, 
sat on the ground wondering if she were 
still in one piece while her horse disap- 
peared over the barndocks and the entire 
field galloped by without anyone stopping. 
She trudged to the nearest road where 
she said “even the car hunters didn’t stop 
for me’’, until finally some kind samaritan 
rescued her and helped find her horse 
which had eventually been caught by one of 
the gate closers. Nancy remounted and 
started out to find hounds, met a lady who 
was also looking for hounds and followed 
her at a gallop over innumerable walls. 
The lady finally pulled up, said ‘‘There 
they are’’, and toNancy’s puzzled ‘‘where”’ 
said ‘‘don’t you see that cloud of steam 
over there,”’ Sure enough. That heavy 
steam was indeed the field.

very shy and sulky. A good-tempered and 
cheerful feeder will soon gain the affection 
and confidence of the young hounds. Let 
the feeder be with them as much as pos- 
sible; if he takes some broken biscuit in 
his pockets, or bits of meat, and plays 
and romps with them for only an hour 
each day, on the third day they will fol- 
low him anywhere”’. 

Then begin their lessons of team 
spirit, of obedience, of response to the 
huntsman’s voice, and horn prior to the 
opening of the cub-hunting season, It is 
then that all they have learned and all 
that is inherent is applied, then that they 
begin their further education. As someone 
once wrote ‘a pack is either made or 
marred during cub-hunting’. 

Hound puppy walkers have at least one 
grateful tribute paid them by the poets. 
P. G. R. Benson (Master of the Taunton 
Vale from 1914 to 1927), who in his 
** Jingling Bits’”’ thus concludes a dedica- 
tory set of tuneful verses: 


Have you ever thought a moment of the 
labour and the pains? 

What the puppy-walker’s done for me and 
you 

When we hear the merry holloa and we 
gather up the reins 

When we see a hat that tells us of a view? 
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Though their name, thank God, is legion, 
and they’re little known to fame 

And forgotten in the ardour of the chase, 
They’re the authors of our pleasure, 
they’re the match that lit the flame 

That is burning in the dash, the drive, 
the pacel

During the 18th century, foxhunters 
took their fences at a pace which the 
subsequent generation considered decid- 
edly ‘‘slow’’. Their hunters were schooled 
to jump from a standstill, utilising the 
device here pictured - the leaping bar. 
This particular bar covered with prickly 
gorse to make the horse jump clean, 
raised or lowered by means of adjustable 
pins, the holes for which are plainly vis- 
ible. This is solely a schooling session - 
the groom is wearing stockings, not riding 
boots. Preparing to lead over, his hand is 
on the horse’s nose so that he can push 
him back far enough to allow room for a 
take-off. Obviously this is a made hunter 
- if he were green he would be on the 
other side of the bar where there are 
guard rails to prevent a horse from run- 
ning out.

When the makers of several different 
brands of soap flakes or a similar num- 
ber of brewery manufacturers eachclaims 
that his product ‘“‘is the finest quality of 
.., “the best of all brands tested”’, 
or ‘‘tops all’’, most people look at these 
claims with incredulity; however, when 
the Devon Horse Show advertises itself 
as “bigger and better than ever’’, the 
claim evokes 100% believability. No where 
else in the United States can one find an 
outdoor horse show that has close to 1,000 
horses competing in 20-odd divisions over 
a seven-day period. Not only were the 
quality and quantity of entries finer and 
better this year, but the number of spec- 
tators was far larger than in other re- 
cent years. 


Challenge Trophies 

Ribbons were amazingly well distribut- 
ed in the large green working, young 
hunter, green conformation, and local 
working divisions in which tricolor or re- 
serve recipients had fewer than ten points. 
A few prominent trophies left the Devon 
grounds in the hands of three-time win- 
ners; among them was the Eastern Area 
U.S.E.T. Trophy which has been in com- 
petition since 1954 at Devon, the Pennsy- 
Ivania National, and The National Horse 
Shows. This year David T. Kelley’s only 
clean round on his and his wife’s famed 
Andante was sufficient to retire the trophy 
which the pair had won in 1958 at Devon 
and the Pennsylvania National. Interest- 
ingly, this was actually the fifth victory 
for Andante in the class, the first two 
victories coming under different owners. 
In addition to riding the big brown mare 
to five victories, Mr. Kelley also won the 
trophy in 1956 at Harrisburg aboard Duffy 
Stables’ Jack O’Lantern. Suffice it is to say 
that this third-time win was one of the most 
popular victories at Devon this year. 
Last year Mrs. J. Deane Rucker’s 
loveable Spanish Mint retired the Ladies 
Hunter Championship trophy which had 
been in competition since 1940. This year, 
besides winning a first leg on the new 
ladies trophy (named after him) which Mrs. 
Rucker put into competition, the big grey 
“removed” another old Devon trophy, the 
Cassilis Challenge Trophy (conformation 
hunter stake) which has been in competi- 
tion since 1937. ‘Mint’ had won the class 

previously in 1956 and 1958, 
_ As might be gathered, Spanish Mint was 


very much present in the open conforma- 
tion classes, a division which, by the way, 
continues to remain Devon’s smallest 
hunter division. Though he placed con- 
sistently, the best he could make was 
the reserve tricolor, behind the Petti- 
bones’ Duke of Paeonian which accumu- 
lated an impressive 26 points, 8 points 
more than Spanish Mint. The Duke per- 
formed better over Devon's stiff courses 
this year than your correspondent has ever 
seen him go. Rider Poppet Robinson can be 
proud of the many well-earned ribbons she 
and ‘*The Duke’’ took home to Virginia. 


Green Divisions 

Points were so well spread in the 
more than 40-horse green working divi- 
sions that the champion and reserve horses 
had only eight and seven points respective- 
ly. There was no question that the stake 
and tricolor honors spelled ‘‘Mills’ Day”’: 
Edgar and Sally Mills’ Mortgage Hills 
picked up two seconds and a third during 
the week for an eight-point tricolor vic- 
tory; Mrs. H. C. Biddle Jr.’s Mills- 
schooled Little B, one of the nicest ladies’ 
mounts around, was reserve green working 
by virtue of a first and a third; and in the 
stake class, Dr. and Mrs. G. F. Oppen- 
lander’s Mills-managed Bell Rock put in 
a winning trip for Mrs. Oppenlander, the 
Mills’ own Mortgage Hill was second, and 
Mr. Mills rode the third place horse, Mr. 
& Mrs. John J. Hill Ill’s Prescription. As 
the summaries will indicate, this division 
was wide open until after the stake class. 

Champion in the young hunter divi- 
sion by a wide margin was the Motches’ 
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lovely bay, Modern Design, for whom 
Devon and success are synonymous. Two 
years ago the colt was named Best Young 
Horse, he was in the ribbons last year, and 
this year he literally walked away with 
the Young Hunter division. 

The green conformation division was 
one instance where the over-fences rule 
about calculating points was really felt. Al- 
though Waverly Farms’ Early Times won 
the model and the under saddle classes, 
he missed being among the top four over 
fences by one point, and therefore couldn’t 
put his other points to ‘work’, But we 
can’t bypass the equally consistent horses 
who tied for the tricolor. One of the very 
few successful one-horse stables exhibit- 
ing at Devon was Mrs. Susan Burke’s 
owner-ridden Sky Larking. In addition to 
making his presence felt in the young 
hunter division, this big-hearted chestnut 
won a green class on Friday and the next 
day, by virtue of a stake victory, was tied 
at 10 points for the tricolor with Morton 
W. Smith on his wife’s Grey Pennant. The 
judges gave the nod, and a second leg on 
the 25-year old West Thorpe Farm Chal- 
lenge Trophy to Mr. Smith, making Sky 
Larking reserve. 

It was really a treat to see Isgilde, 
the lovely bay mare that many saw on 
Canada’s jumping team last year, perform 
at Devon, for consistency is a by-word 
with this horse, Robert Motch, the present 
owner, was the jock for the first four days 
of the show, after which he and Betty Beryl 
Schenk shared the riding honors. The 
mare’s lovely manners and quiet way of 
going with her head outstretched and ears 
up make her an excellent lady’s horse - 
and a most appealing sight to many judges! 
Behind Isgilde was Saxon Woods Farm’s 
Naute Mia who earned his reserve by win- 
ning the first working class on Monday and 
the last class (stake) on Saturday. Here, 
too, was another division in which tri- 
color honors were wide open until after 
the stake. 


Jumper Awards 
The jumper divisions this year were 
interesting in that last year’s dominators, 
Cappy Smith in the green and Windsor 
Castle in the open, did not continue their

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reigns as many anticipated. In fact, each 
had to settle for reserve in his division, 
nosed out by horses who were more con- 
sistent. 

The current “‘wonder”’, Windsor Castle 
started off by winning the last jumper 
class on opening night, and from then on 
‘“‘when he was good, he was very very 
good (three more wins), and when he was 
bad, he was horrid (five ribbonless 
classes)", as the old poem goes. Despite 
his temperamental nature (a privilege 
granted only to high-priced movie stars 
and horses), ‘‘The Castle’’ was the crowd 
favorite by a wide margin, as indicated 
by the tremendous hand he and rider 
Bob Ballard received after the latter’s 
excellent ride (and a victorious perform- 
ance) in the stake Saturday night. 

Sideline stars of the divisions were 
our friends from Canada, George Godin 
and Michel Bechard, whose Forest Echo 
and Bay Velvet, respectively, both ex- 
pertly ridden by Valere Francoeur, were 
repeatedly in the ribbons during the week. 
Windy Acres Farm’s Judy Hofmann came 
down from Smith after exams on Thurs- 
day to add a feminine touch to the winner’s 
circle with her Mr. Coker. The pair warm- 
ed up with a fifth in the Puissance Stake, 
then gave the audience on Olympic Team 
calibre performance in precision and 
smoothness, finishing three points ahead 
of the nearest competition in the knock 
down and out time limit class. 

And finally, the unsung hero of the open 
jumper division, Frank Imperatore Motor 
Company’s talented six-year old Grey 
Aero, ably ridden by the “flying man”’ of 
the jumper world, Alex Fiore. Though this 
talented pair (Alex for his timing and the 
manners all his horses have, and Grey 
Aero for his God-given ability to float 
over a 5’ fence as if it were only 3’ high) 
won only two classes, the ribbons they 
earned in five more classes put them two 
points in front of Windsor Castle for the 
tricolor.

Vicmead Horse Trials 
Ottershaw 


Oppressing weather conditions added 
an unexpected load to the demands made 
on the horses the day of the Speed and 
Endurance Test at the Vicmead 3-Day 
Horse Trials in the beautiful valley of the 
Brandywine held May 20-22nd near Wil- 
mington, Delaware under the Rules of the 
US Combined Training Association. The 
premium was clearly on the best-con- 
ditioned horses and it was Miss Lana 
duPont’s big bay gelding, Mr. Wister, who 
emerged as the decisive winner, defeating 
even his successful stablemate, Toy Ghost. 
Mr. Wister’s extra-ordinarily long, 
rhythmic stride appeared to give him the 
edge on the second day, which foretold 
the final placing. 

The Pony Club Division gave younger 
riders an opportunity to use the first- 
rate facilities, they being routed over 
part of the main course. It is question- 
able whether much is gained, however, by 
asking a Pony Club member’s mount to 
exhibit ‘‘Endurance’’, many of them being 
short of condition, All entries were mem- 
bers of the Potomac Club, Two stood out 
in the Dressage Test: the steady grey 
Hi-Li (Robin Hughes) and the indefatig- 
able pony, Farnley Syrian (Trippe Hart- 
ing, Jr.). Both have had extensive ex- 
perience in Horse Trials. 

The Novice (Intermediate standard) 
Division perhaps because of the endurance 
phase, attracted only three actual starters, 
plus two others not going the full route. The 
judges, Brig. Gen. J. T. Cole and Capt. 
F. Marsman had little trouble sorting them 
out. J. C. K. Shipp’s dependable hunter 
Gibson (Mrs. J. Sturrock), the eventual 
winner, led with a 10-point margin in 
Dressage over A. Mackay-Smith’s Hot- 
spur. 


Dressage 
Miss L. duPont onher champion Trials 
horse, Toy Ghost, immediately set a strong 


pace in the Open Division with the very 
good score of 36.5 points - aride with 
good impulsion, assisted by the horse’s 
brilliance. A picture of calmness through- 
out was her second horse, Mr. Wister, 
devoid of any particular resistance, for a 
score of 45.5, which gave her first and 
second places. Off to an excellent start 
was Miss R. Woollard’s grey gelding Kon- 
Tiki. This English pair probably had the 
best test of all, lacking only the desired 
forward momentum of a cross-country 
horse, of which he should be entirely 
capable. This spelt misfortune since 69 
time faults brought her score from 38 to 
107 penalty points! 

Three horses shared third place with 
57 points each: Miss D. Sharp’s stout 
chestnut Spray, with regular gaits but lack- 
ing in impulsion; Mrs. H. S. Treviranus’ 
Canadian gelding Archer, a smooth ride 
with some ‘“‘local’”? mistakes; The Junior 
Essex Troop’s black Kilkerry (Denis Glac- 
cum), winner of two Trials this season,

who started well in hand, but blew up to- 
ward the end. 

Heavy rains during the night further 
softened an already wet terrain which, 
coupled with a hot day, brought about an 
almost 100% humidity on the morning of 
the second day. One enterprising com- 
petitor was seen with good reason, to 
partake of a bottle of oxygen! Steep Hills 
on the Roads & Tracks phases soon forced 
horses to extend themselves prematurely, 
as did the swollen Brandywine River, now 
close to 4°6"" deep at the ford. Sufficient 
to fill the rider’s boots, it caused Brad 
Smith to temporarily abandon his pony, 
swim to retrieve his cap and continue on 
his way undaunted! This same lad, cross- 
ing the river on his second mount, lost 
his stirrup leather and rode the next 5 
miles with only one, acommendable effort 
indeed. 

Considerable time penalties were in- 
evitable, even in the Roads & Tracks 
phases, the exception being JohnGordon’s 
Pal incurring only a fraction of a point, 
which at the end of the day put him up to 
2nd place. Leading was Farnley Syrian in- 
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curring only 18 time penalty points. Hi-Li 
unfortunately went off-course on the 
Steeplechase Course, being eliminated, 
leaving the field wide-open to the ultimate 
winner, Farnley Syrian. 

The Novice Division starting next, 
fared as poorly, even though everyone 
earned maximum bonus points for the 
Steeplechase phase, the required speed 
being obviously too slow. Gibson held 
on to his slim lead, now over the Mc- 
Donough School’s Mison, under J. Vordem- 
bergh, who had the sole clear round ex- 
cepting time faults. 


Cross Country Course 

A well-designed cross-country course 
of medium difficulty was changed by the 
unfortunate weather into an overly testing 
one! Up the hill past the HQ and down the 
other side it led to the awkward #4, a post 
and rail at right angles to a panel of board 
fence with but a few yards inbetween. The 
new Irish Bank, the slide, the sunken road 
crossing followed. The miniature Trake- 
hner and even the parallel logs over a 
ditch did not deter. The vine-covered line 
fence proved quite inadequate, being de- 
molished repeatedly and throwing one 
horse. #15, a drop fence, took a lot out 
of the now tiring horses, having covered 
9 miles at this stage, while the next, logs 
in a small pond, caused Miss I. Winthrop’s 
winded Sir Andrew to fall, who immediate- 
ly continued to finish. Several refusals oc- 
curred at the snow fence into the road be- 
cause of the difficult approach. The gate at 
the end of a footbridge over a gulley did 
not live up to its dreaded reputation. A 
very long up-hill run led over a wood- 
pile, logs over a ditch to the road-cross- 
ing at the picnic site with garden furniture, 
and eventually on high ground, to the cattle 
creep where Stirling Harris’ massive 
Mountain Guide came to grief, turning 
over. He withdrew. An aiken and large 
crossed poles completed the 31 ‘obstacles 
on the 3.1 mile cross-country course, 

Toy Ghost traversed both courses with-

out hurrying to earn only time penalty 
points. But on her second horse, Mr. 
Wister, Miss duPont drove on to finish the 
cross-country faster by almost two min- 
utes than anyone else! With nothing but 
time penalties, Mrs. J. M. Rogers’ Eye 
Spring (Dr. J. M. Rogers) was still not 
able to improve his position. Mrs. P. B. 
Hofmann’s Bit o’ Easter (Miss J. Hofmann) 
also incurred many time penalties, as did 
Spray (Miss D. Sharp), the latter also with 
jumping penalties. Archer (Mrs. H. S. 
Treviranus) was given time penalties in the 
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Roads & Tracks’ phase and was also un- 
able to hang onto his old place. Miss Jen- 
nifer Smith (Vermont) obtained two re- 
fusals to move up from 12th place, to 7th. 
Again, Sir Andrew’s fall put him out of 
contention. Miss J. Scattergood’s Buc- 
caneer forged ahead to 3rd place with a 
steeplechase time of better than maximum 
bonus and only 1 1/2 minutes late in the 
cross-country. Count Alexis (Miss B. 
Sexton) with the second best time had, 
however, a refusal which nevertheless im- 
proved his position to Sth. Miss R. Wool- 
lard had a fine trip until, with only 1 1/2 
miles to go, she decided to pull upher ex- 
hausted Kon-Tiki and withdraw. Mr. Wis- 
ter was the last one to go and surprised 
all with his ability to cover ground, dis- 
placing Toy Ghost as the leader. 

A heavy downpour on the third day lasted 
through almost the entire Stadium Jump- 
ing competition - a beautiful course, invit- 
ing and very natural, utilizing a lot of 
**greenery’’. In the Pony ClubDivision the 
leading Farnley Syrian copped Ist place 
easily with one down. The other pony Tip- 
perary Tim (Brad Smith) scored a clean 
round and took second place, displacing 
Pal (Gordon Smith) who had a disastrous 
trip, and C. Little’s Miss Morgill (Ray 
Little) who unfortunately went off course. 
In the Novice Division, even though Gibson 
had two down, he retained first place. 

In the Open, the handy Count Alexis 
had the only clean performance over a 
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course made more difficult by slippery 
going. On the other hand a recovered Kil- 
kerry took two down to change places with 
Count Alexis. Otherwise placing remain- 
ed unchanged. 

This brought to a close the Third An- 
nual Vicmead Horse Trials made possible 
largely through the efforts of the Misses 
Lana duPont and Donnan Sharp and Robert 
Peoples. Special mention is due Albert 
Stewart, the versatile announcer whose 
running commentary helped to make this an 
event to remember.

Sport Abroad 


We have finished our four weeks of 
training in Munich, Germany. The last 
week of schooling terminated over alarge 
course of combinations and water jumps. 
The horses all jumped well. Monday morn- 
ing we leave Munich via autobahn and will 
arrive in Wiesbaden that evening. The 
competitions will start on Friday. 

This week H.R.H. Prince Phillipvisit- 
ed our training area. Mr. Steinkraus gave 
a conducted tour of the stable, briefly ex- 
plaining to him our horses’ breeding and 
origin, 

We motored one afternoon to Schlier- 
see - a small ski resort - to visit the 
Prince and Princess of Hanover. They took 
us about the village and to the top of a 
typical ski slope. Here we saw a Haflinger 
grazing. This is a small 14 - 14,2 hands 
stocky type horse used for carrying packs 
and for farming the mountainous region, 
They have great bone and width, tremen- 
dous quarters and this one seemed gentle. 

The following afternoon we visited a 
farm belonging to The Prince of Bavaria. 
He manages an extensive horse breeding 
program started in 1820 by his family in 
Hungary. After the war the operation was 
regrouped in Germany. The 80 horses are 
of a Hungarian bloodline. When fully grown 
they stand about 15 hands, have light bone, 
and an Arab type head. They are used for 
dressage and ordinary riding. Some are 
sold as polo ponies. 

The Russians took most of the good 
horses out of Hungary during and after 
the war. The Prince remarked that some 
of the horses on the Russian Team came 





from his stock. We have competed against 
the Russians in Aachen and Paris; their 
horses are similar and jump very well. 

An interesting point is that these 
horses - on this particular farm - receive 
no grain until they are 3 years old, They 
graze when there is grass and eat hay over 
the winter months. A grass and hay diet 
must stunt them a bit. 

In addition to the horses the farm op- 
erations are timber, milk, grain and med- 
icinal alcohol, made from potatoes. That 
afternoon was well spent. 

When we leave Munich on Monday both 
the end and the start has arrived. The end 
of the relaxed phase of preparation, the 
time to adjust and remedy certain pro- 
blems. And the start of the rat race to the 
Olympics when Mr. de Nemethy, on that one 
day in September, has got to have horses 
and riders poised and prepared for the big 
event, in preparation for which we have all 
devoted the last four years. 


German Olympic 
Preparations

The preparations in Germany for the 
Olympic Games in Rome are in full swing 
in all branches of equestrian sports. Trials 
for those who may participate in the 
Games are taking place and a more 
definite picture will shape up within the 
next two months. 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments is that Germany’s leading jumping 
rider, Hans Guenther Winkler, plans to

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participate with his Thoroughbred mare 
‘‘Bellona’”’ in the combined event at Biele- 
feld and may also start with the German 
3-day team in Rome. Altogether, there 
will be three combined training events 
this spring, after which the final selection 
for the team will be made. 

The candidates for the jumping team 
will meet first at Bochum where a dif- 
ficult course with two ‘“‘heats”, similar 
to the Prix des Nations, will be erected, 
At the CHI in Wiesbaden in June the 
German riders will compete against teams 
from England, Switzerland, Roumainia 
and the USA and also against individual 
riders from Belgium, France, Holland, 
and Ireland. Among these _ individual 
foreign riders will also be some who may 
take part in the Games at Rome, Shortly 
after Wiesbaden, the first German team 
will go to the CHIO in Turin (Italy) and 
a second team will compete in Madrid 
(Spain), Towards the end of June the final 
selection for the olympic team will be 
made at a show in Cologne where the 
German jumping championships will also 
take place. 

For the dressage riders there are at 
the moment three Grand Prix deDressage 
tests planned with a pause of two days 
between each test. The following are 
participating in these tests: Mrs. Rose- 
marie Springer on the (at the moment), 
best German dressage horse ‘‘Doublette’’; 
Miss Ria Hobelsberger on ‘‘Fama”’; Mr. 
Joseph Neckerman on ‘‘Asbach” and Mr. 
Harry Boldt Jr. on the Thoroughbred 
**Sankt Georg’. None of the three ladies, 
who won the silver medal in Stockholm 
in 1956 are included in this group. Mrs. 
Linsenhoff and Miss Kuppers (now Mrs. 
Schaurte) cannot participate for family 
reasons and Miss Weygand does not have 
a suitable horse at her disposal. After 
this trainings course at Warendorf, the 
four candidates for Rome will compete 
again in Wiesbaden and Cologne in a 
Grand Prix, after which the two riders 
for Rome will be selected. 

The requirements in Rome will be very 
high, as they should be inan Olympic 
competition. The competitors in Helsinki 
and Stockholm remember the tremendous 
nervous tension and the necessity to be 
completely fit. They also know that it is 
absolutely essential to be in full harmony 
with the horse. This refers to the dressage 
as well as to the jumping and the 3-day- 
event. Only fully experienced riders who 
can ride with a clear head and complete 
concentration and can follow every move- 
ment of the horse without difficulty, will 
be able to survive. 


ITALY’S NATIONAL 3-DAY EVENT 

At Italy’s National Three-Day Event, 
held March 26th, 27th and 28th at Passo 
Corese, first place was taken by Major 
D, Susanna riding High Ercall with a total 
of 52.06 plus points. Second was Capt. L. 
Nava on Arcidosso with 30.33 plus, follow- 
ed by Senor S, Argenton on Muster King 
with 29.06 plus. 
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Ontario Prix Caprilli 


The Novice and Open Prix Caprilli 
tests held April 30th at the Eglinton Hunt 
Club, Todmorden, Ontario, Canada, were 
well supported. Horses and riders in 
training for Canada’s Olympic 3-Day Event 
Team entered the ‘‘Open”’ as part oftheir 
training program and the winner was Tom 
Gayford riding Mr. & Mrs. C. Nelson 
Smith’s Pepper Knows. This horse has had 
the most experience of all the Team pro- 
spects and has had notable success in Com- 
bined Training competitions, mostly with 
Brian Herbinson as his rider. This spring 
Tom Gayford has been mounted on Pepper 
Knowes and Brian has been working out 
with Fudge owned by the Gayfords’, re- 
sults on all counts seem to be working out 
very satisfactorily. Brian was 3rd on 
Fudge in the April 30th competition; 2nd 
went to Jim Elder on Whisping - a most 
promising horse whichlooks very much 
like Pepper Knowes. Jack Wallace finish- 
ed in 4th place onLt. Col. Charles Baker’s 
Natan, followed by Janet ‘‘Dinny”’ Burns on 
Prince Maple owned by George Jacobsen 
and H. J. O’Connell of Montreal. Norman 
Elder, who has been working toward the 
Olympics with this horse and who fared so 
well with him at the PanAmericanGames, 
was not able to ride on April 30th due to 
writing examinations, so Miss Burns, 
whose father is a member of the Canadian 
Equestrian Competitions Committee along 
with Col. Baker and R. H. Rough, under- 
took to ride Prince Maple and did an ex- 
cellent job with him. John Rumble, not 
on the Pan American Team but a rider 
at the last Olympics, who has been train- 
ing seriously all year and had consider- 
able success in the Team’s competitive 
tests, was 6th riding Royal Beaver, own- 
ed by M. J. Boylen. 

The Novice Test had a big entry, well 
fortified by members of the Pony Club 
who placed very well indeed. The winner 
was John C, Cakebread, Sr., on his big 
grey Polish horse Janus. Ann Padfield was 
second on Big Secret. Shan Pinkerton and 
Peter Jaffray tied for third. There was 
another tie for fourth between Carl Ander- 
son on Planned Sales Stable’s Copper 
John, and Pene Umphrey on S’now Fair. 
Fifth was Mike McGoey on Tommy and 6th 
was Ann Scott on Belmawr. Broadview

MEXICAN OLYMPIC TEAM 

Calm has returned once again to eques- 
trian sport in Mexico. The riders dis- 
agreeing with the appointment of General 
Humberto Mariles as chief of the Mexican 
Olympic Team have reconsidered their 
rebel attitude and have gotten down to the 
business of training for the international 
contest in Rome. 

Mediator of differences of opinion was 
General Jose de Jesus Clark Flores, pres- 
ident of the Mexican Olympic Committee. 
Haranguing the stubborn riders who would 
let personal likes and dislikes jeopardize 
Mexican participation at the Olympics, 
General Clark Flores stressed former 
glory won by Aztec horsemen in inter- 
national competitions. And he shamed the 
hold outs into conciliation. 

But for a time it was pretty close, 
with the heated personal rancor of riders 
Lt. Col. Ruben Uriza, Major Saucedo 
Carrillo and Lt. Jorge Perez Resendiz 
aimed atGeneral Mariles. The Department 
of National Defense, through its high 
brass, also censured the riders for their 
*funcooperative and unsportsmanlike at- 
titude.”’ 

It was all based on petty jealousies 
and allegations that General Mariles had 
‘‘illegally maneuvered’’ to obtain the ap- 
pointment; had virtually self-named him- 
self as chief of the Olympic Team by 
virtue of his military rank, And so on, ad 
infinitum. Mexicans love to wax irate and 
hurl accusations and counter accustations. 

At one point General Mariles offered 
to resign, but the Department of National 
Defense would not accept this. But all’s 
well that ends well. The rebel movement, 
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headed by Lt. Col. Uriza, has been squash- 
ed and Olympic team members Lt. Jaime 
de la Garza Carillo, Uriza and civilian 
Ricardo Guash, with alternates Vicky 
Mariles and Perez Resendiz, are dociley 
going through their training paces. 

Even the difficulty of a suitable string 
of horses has also been ironed out. So 
Mexico will head for Rome and horseman- 
ship glory. E.Z.

Mr. D’arcy may well ask why ateam of 
non-jumping ponies was sent to compete 
against a team of American ponies that 
more or less only jump. The idea behind 
it was to advertise the British Ponies - 
their conformation, quality movement etc 
so some form of competition had to be 
chosen in which both groups of ponies 
could display themselves, the result be- 
ing this combined class that was seen at 
the Garden. 

In view of these facts, I consider that 
neither these ponies nor their riders are 
fair objects for an attack on Dressage for 
children. As a matter of further interest, 
one of the riders won the Junior Jumping at 
the Royal Winter Fair, Toronto 1958, ona 
pony, against all heights, which seems to 
disclaim in her case that her dressage was 
detrimental to her jumping. Naturally, she 
was riding a pony that had been schooled 
to jump. I wonder how Mr. D’arcy can 
explain that so many of the top jumping 
riders, both on this continent and inGreat 
Britain, have been one-time members of 
the Pony Club and therefore most certainly 
had a grounding in Dressage. How about 
all the Pony Club One Day Events and Com- 
bined Training competitions that are con- 
Stantly being held for the benefit of the 














children, where indeed Dressage andjump- 
ing are both required from the same pony 
and child? If there are in the United States 
some children who concentrate on Dres- 
sage as is indicated by Mr. D’arcy’s re- 
ference to the top junior Dressageriders, 
then it would seem they put more time on 
Dressage than on jumping, which would 
naturally detract from anall round perfor- 
mance. This, I cannot advocate, unless 
these children have aspirations in only 
one sphere of riding. 

Neither can I condone the ambition, 
shared by many American adult hunter 
riders, to lope around a comparatively 
small course of jumps, on a floating 
rein. The idea amongst others, I realise, 
is to attempt to prove to the judge that you 
are on a horse that would be an agree- 
able mount to hounds. Anyone that has 
hunted, must realise that this is hardly 
a practical way to prove this point. I have 
won hunter classes on a nice long rein on 
horses that I couldn’t hold one side of, had 
I ever had necessity torestrain them. This 
necessity would undoubtedly have arisen in 
the hunting field. So this form, of riding 
does even less for the average horse and 
child, than too great a pre-occupation in 
Dressage alone. 

I do feel that children should have an 
all round riding education, just as they do 
at school. This certainly includes Dres- 
sage. If later on they wish to specialise 
in any one particular branch then they are 
more qualified to do so, having had a good 
grounding. Here in British Columbianear- 
ly every show puts on Equitation Classes 
for Juniors both Hunting Seat and Basic 
Seat, the latter being judged entirely on 
Dressage lines. As 90% of the juniors ride 
in both classes, invariably on the same 
horse, I feel we are going about things in 
the right way. However, I believe there is 
only the Hunting Seat and the Saddle Seat 
in the U.S., which would appear to dis- 
courage any tendency towards dressage 
in the average child rider - a rather nar- 
row-minded attitude in these enlightened 
days.

I feel, as do many others, that the hunting 
cap is the most comfortable of hunting 
head-gear, and certainly the most pro- 
tective. 

Kate Clark Melville of Hyde Park, N.Y., 
(April 29th issue) brought up a very in- 
teresting and practical idea of different 
colored caps for the staff, thus eliminat- 
ing confusion with members of the field 
also wearing caps. 

It seems to me that another simple, 
but effective way to distinguish staff from 
field when both wear caps, is to have the 
ribbons on the backs of the staff’s caps 
in the hunt colors, The ribbons on the 


caps of the field would be the usual 
black or brown, depending on the color 
cap worn. 

Much as I love to see toppers and 
bowlers in the hunting field, I think safety 
comes before appearance (and I don’t 
mean one has to be sloppily dressed), 
By way of comparison, can you imagine a 
football player going into a game wearing 
a soft baseball cap, or even a'polo player 
wearing a bowler in a rough game?

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FILM PATROL 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: - The following 
appeared in a recent column by Bob 
Horwood in ‘‘The Morning Telegraph’’.) 

*‘Not having seen the ultra-modern 
patrol films now in use at Delaware Park, 
this writer is in no position to judge how 
much better they are than those at the 
Long Island tracks. However, that they are 
better seems virtually certain. The patrol 
films at Belmont and Aqueduct are defi- 
nitely not satisfactory on more than one 
count. The writer is referring not only to 
the quality of the pictures, which in many 
shots leave much to be desired and are 
fuzzy compared with the films at Bowie, 
for instance, but also to the positions of 
the towers, which are too far from the 
starts of many races and also too far 
from the head of the stretch for the 
head-on shots of the upper stretch to 
be clear. The absence of side shots in 
the backstretch has also been commented 
upon by colleagues. Jockeys Sidney Cole 
and Manuel Ycaza were suspended for 10 
days each for crossing over in the back- 
stretch on Saturday, on the basis of head- 
on shots that did not indicate whether they 
were Clear of the horses immediately be- 
hind them, It would seem that the “Big 
Apple’’ should be entitled to the best 
photography possible. The films that Mar- 
shall Cassidy brought back from Japan 
showed that our photo-finish pictures are 
vastly inferior to the Nipponese.””

COL, ANDRE JOUSSAME 

On May the 26th Col. Andre Joussame 
died at Chantilly, near Paris. Whilst his 
death was not unexpected by his friends, 
it nevertheless has caused general sorrow 
because, in the last year of his life, his 
high courage, which refused him leave 
to bow to the claims of pain and dis- 
comfort, earned him quite as much ad- 
miration and respect as his wonderful 
achievements in the world of equitation 
had done during his long and active life. 

Entering the French Army as anartil- 
lery officer Colonel Joussame devoted 
most of his life to horsemanship. At 
the time of his death he was one of the 
world’s most distinguished dressage rid- 
ers. Whilst no longer riding for his 
country, he was the official French Coach 
to the dressage riders for the forthcom- 
ing Olympic Games. 

In 1932 at Los Angeles Col. Joussame 
was a member of the French Team which 
won the Gold Medal for Dressage. This 
team included Le Sage on Taine who 
won the individual medal and established 
a standard of performance still remem- 
bered and discussed by experts.

At London in 1948 he secured a Silver 
Medal in dressage and captained the 
French Team which placed 2nd, at Helsinki 
in 1952, the Colonel won a Bronze Medal 
riding the same horse, Harpagon. 

For over 30 years he rode in French 
and International horse shows. Wherever 
he went he was recognised as a Master. 

In recent years he conducted a riding 
schoo] at the truly magnificent Chateau 
left to the French nation by the Duc de 
Conde. To this school went those wishing 
to know more about the horse. To all the 
Col. gave of his vast knowledge; to some 
he gave also his friendship. The whole 
world of equitation will miss him. J.G.
